The Transportation Survey Com- 
mission yesterday decided to try 
for a franchise for the street rail- 
way, company at the City Hall. The 
1925 so-called “service-at-cost” or- 
dinance, which was abandoned, is 
to serve as the basis for the pro- 
posed new franchise. 

The action was taken on recom- 
mendation of R. F. Kelker Jr., 
consulting engineer of the conimis- 
sion, following Gov. Caulfield’s veto 
of the Terminable Permit act, 
which the commission had spon- 
sored. 

Kelker recommended that prin- 


ciples to be included in a franchise 
be prepared for the commission, 
and that an analysis of the aban- 
doned “‘service-at-cost” plan also 
be prepared. 

As a result of the action of the 
commission, plans for hearings by 
a subcommittee on Kelker’s pre- 
vious recommendation for exten- 
sive rerouting of car lines in the 
interest of improved service, will 
await the working out of a fran- 
chise ordinance.’ 

In response to a question by 
Charles J. Eisenring, an ex-officio 
member, it was brought out quite 
that a “service-at-cost” 
franchise would continue the street 
railway company under the com- 
plete jurisdiction of the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission. City 
Counselor Muench gave the opin- 
ion that the Public Service Com- 
mission would hold jurisdiction. 

The proceedings opened yester- 
day with the presentation by Kel- 
ker of a brief review of the trans- 
portation situation in the city, the 
engineer concluding with a men- 
tion of the financia) requirements 
and with his recommendations for 
the Survey Commission's work in 
the immediate future. 

“The construction of rapid tran- 
sit lines,”’ he said, “will require 
large expenditures of both public 
and private capital and the Survey 
Commission must have the assutr- 
ance that the funds required will 
be available so that its plans may 
be of the greatest practical service 
for the car riders. 

“To meet the various needs of 
th: car riders, as briefly outlined, 
new capital must be secured by the 
companies now furnishing trans- 
portation service. The flow of 
such capital to St. Louis will be 
determined largely by the terms 
and conditions under which the 
several companies operate.” 

Kelker’s Proposals. 

Kelker’s recommendations were:

TRAGEDY WITNESSED 
BY LARGE CROWD 


Spectators at First Think 
Youths Are Acting in 
Frantic Appeals for Help 
—Blaze Set Too Soon.

GILLINGHAM, England, 
12.—Ten boy cadets from 
Chatham Naval Barracks 
burned to death last 
when a dummy house at a charity 
bazar took fire was con- 
sumed before they could leave it. 
Three firemen and three or four 
other persons who tried to rescue

them were injured seriously, 
dying in a hospital. 

The house, a three-story struc- 
ture of wood and canvas, was con- 
structed to allow the local firemen 


to demonstrate a rescue (for the 


charity fete. The boys climbed to 
the upper stories to represent oc- 
cupants. 

Spectators saw the house sudden- 
ly burst into flames, but thought 
it part of the program. The “ys, 
gesticulating wildly from the win- 
dows high above the ground, were 
applauded as being good actors by 
the lurge crowd. 

Suddenly it was realized that 
what had started as play had be- 
come an jntensely real life and 
death drama. Firemen rushed to 
the rescue, dashing into the flam- 
ing building and pulling’ victims 
from the blaze. Some of the spec- 
tators assisted. 

Flimsy Structure Burns Rapidly. 

Ten bodies were charred beyond 
recognition. It was feared one or 
two others might be discovered in 
the ashes of the structure, which 
was of, the frailest construction and 
burned with great rapidity. 

An undetermined number of the 
boys were saved, but it was thought 
there were 15 boys in the house 
Originally and that five of these 
were extricated alive from the 
flames. 

Generally, the disaster was at- 
tributed to inadvertent premature 
setting of the blaze which had been 
intended to permit a demonstration 
of the firemen’s skill.

Both 
bonds are returnable Tuesday be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Ladd. 

Solarano told officials that in ad- 
dition to the license fee of $30.17 
which goes to the city treasury, he 
had paid Colby $325 in 1926, $350 
in 1927 and $375 in 1928. This 
followed a raid on his saloon at 
6201 Olive street road in 1925, 
when he was fined $150 for pos- 
session of liquor, Police Chief Ward 
recommending that a license be de- 
nied because of the conviction. So- 
larano has received his soft drink 
parlor license ever since, however.

“The said Mexicans were con- 
demned to death. Both through re- 
rorts from our counsel at St. 
Louis, Mo., and from the lawyers 
who defended Martinez and Agui- 
lera, as well as through the press 
of that city, this embassy has 
learned that the Judge who had 
charge of the direction of this trial 
did not permit the accused to em- 
ploy an interpreter; circumstance 
equivalent, in the present concrete 
case, to denying the accused the 
| constitutional right which they 
| have to be heard in trial; to speak 
'in their own defense and to hear 
| and be informed in an accurate 
| manner of the charges made 
| against them and of the nature of 
| the accusation against them 
| Only Prosecution Heard. 


“The Mexicans in question were 
| condemned with reliance on purely 
| circumstantial evidence, and the 
| fact, therefore, that they were not 
heard in reply, due to the lack of 
an interpreter, puts the jury in the 
position of having to make a de- 
cision, considering almost exclu- 
sively the plan of the prosecution. 

“Regardless of the fact that, as it 
appears, it is left to the discrimina- 
tion of a Judge to permit an inter- 
preter or not, this embassy believes 
that in the present case the said 
discretion was exceeded in sustain- 
ing the objection of the Prosecut- 
| ing Attorney to the request of the 
| defense that the accused be permit- 
ted the employment of such inter- 
preter. 


“The request of the defense was 
justified, not only for the suffi- 
cient reason that the accused knew 
only the most elementary English 
words, but further, on account of 
| the privilege granted to the prose- 
cuting party. since both the widow 
of Mr. Broddon and one of the wit- 
|; nesses presented by the prosecu- 
| tion were freely granted the use of 
|'an interpreter. 
| “Because of the foregoing, I beg 
»}to request your excellency’s aid 
| with the appropriate authority, in 
| order that justice may be done in 
| this case, giving the Mexicang in

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clouds. Then we grew wise. When 
‘“land’’ next appeared, we waited to 
see whether it wasn’t just another 
mirage, and it was. After we had 
landed at Santander, the local au- 
thorities appeared one after an- 
other and almost choked us with 
their kindness and effusive atten- 
tions. They kept us up nearly all 
night, when we wanted rest most. 
We went to bed early in the morn- 
ing and were up again a few hours 
later to get the plane ready. 

Departure Delayed by Overhauling. 

But the time taken to get the 
Pathfinder overhauled and refit- 
ted delayed our departure till 11 2. 
in At the last moment young 
women gathered around the plane, 
throwing flowers at us and shout- 
ing “good luck.” They nearly 
mobbed us again. 

We longed to be in the sky, less 
dangerous than on the ground, for 
we feared our plane might be de- 
molished in the rush of the ami- 
able and excited Spaniards, their 
wives and sweethearts. But final- 
ly, we took off, and our last view 
of Santander beach, thronged with 
waving and shouting spectators, 
created a profound impression. 

The clouds no longer’ troubled 
us. The Pyrennees were a vision 
of glory. Gradually we picked up 
altitude, but not enough to lose 
sight of the picturesque landscapes 
of the rocky shore of the Bay of 
Biscay. 

As we fixed our course toward 
Rome, along the northern slopes 
of the Pyrennes we decided to en- 
joy the panoramic view, since the 
worst of the ocean crossing was 
passed. We were cheerful as could 
be. We first headed the Pathfind- 
er straight for Marseilles, which 
suddenly came into view in the 
distance like a brilliant mirrage. 
There was a wide, inland lagoon 
with green olive grove lined shores, 
and to the south was the lovely 
blue of the Mediterranean. 


Saw Fleet at Drill. 

As we sailed over the outside of 
the port we saw a French naval 
squadron going through maneuvers. 
Our plane must have appeared to 


be a strange intruder, and an of- 
ficer pointed his field glasses sky- 
ward to see who we were and 
where our ship hailed from. We 
passed out of his sight soon, how- 
ever. and decided that then we 
would follow the Riviera for a 
while. 

After Marseilles, it. was just plain 
and delightful sailing. We con- 
tinued along the Mediterranean, 
which gave us a friendly reception 
without wind squalls and with just 
enough clouds to make the scenery 
picturesque. For some time, we 
saw only the blue expanse below 
us. Then the end of an _ island, 
which we recognized as Corsica, 
birthplace of Napoleon. Then an- 
other bit of sea, we saw another 
island, Sardinia. 

The outlines, however, were dim, 
as night was now settling. We 
sailed again with only the aid of 
our chart- Yancey (writes Wil- 
liams) was a good mariner.

The Exploitation of Africa 


Except for the northern strip along the Mediterranean, Africa was ignored by 
Europe until the Nineteenth Century; the enterprising Dutch saw the possibili- 
ties of South Africa, which has a white man’s climate, and set up a colony which 
they lost in the Boer War; Belgium, Italy, France, Germany and England fol- 
lowed the Dutch; the result is that Africa can no longer be called the dark 


continent. 


From the Pathfinder. 


A discovery has been made but, uniike 

those of the past. it is not pleasing to 
scientists who made it. The reason ig that 
it portends a struggle on that continent of 
a character and magnitude new to the 
universe. : 

Africa has been exploited to such an 
extent that it is no longer “the dark con- 
tinent” in the light of present-day knowl- 
edge. But the oid term still applies, 
though for a different reason. This time 
that great territory presents a new enigma 
—in a racial sense. Inevitably it is to be 
the scene of a decisive battle for supremacy 
between whites and biacks. Thus it is 
possible for Africa to be the means of 
crushing the power of the nations which 
created it. 


T:: world’s eyes are turning to Africa. 


Some people may think that Africa in 
its relation to European exploitation has 
much in common with America's early his- 
tory. But the situation is vastly different. 
American territory was obtained and devel- 
oped with far iess difficulty. and consider- 
ably less fear of consequences, than African 
territory. Europeans brought littie benefits 
to the Indians. On the other hand, im- 
provements carried to Africa may help spell 


— 


bor. Now, contrary to the old idea, the na- 
tive population was not as great in the 
nineteenth century as it was supposed to be. 
Une early authority estimated that Africa 
had 300,000,000 people. Today the worid 
Knows with a good degree of certainty that 
the total in that day did not greatly exceed 
one-third of that figure. Considering that 
Africa is more than three times the size of 
the United States (we would almost fit in 
the Sahara desert region alone). this fig- 
ures Out that in a past day Africa‘s popuila- 
tion only averaged about 10 persons to each 
Square mile. 

In order to get man power, then, Euro- 
pean invaders resorted to slavery or little 
better. Under the cruel Leopold II (1835- 
1999), the Belgians, in effect. killed off the 
blacks in pushing development projects. 
There are only too well substantiated ac- 
counts of blacks having their hands hacked 
off because they did not bring in the day’s 
allotment of crude rubber. The other na- 
tions did little differently. They impressed 
the blacks, which is true. but did not work 
them to death. and returned them to their 
homes as a result of periodic replacements. 

But even the practice of taking every 
third man from a family had its effect.

Je Concord, N. H., proved the 

old saying about women—she 
got what she went after. 

She has been appointed first 
woman justice of the peace of New 
Hampshire after fighting for the 
place through the Supreme Court 
and state legislature. 

People of New Hampshire re- 
fused to strike the word “male” 
from their constitution when wom- 
en were granted suffrage in 1920. 

Miss Newhall, a member of the 
New Hampshire bar, resolved on a 
personal test case. She applied for 
the office of justice of the peace, 
asked for an opinion from the Su- 
preme Court and argued the case 
herself. 

The court ruled that no appoint- 
ment could be made without legis- 
lative action. Nothing daunted, 
Miss Newhall drafted a bill allow- 
ing women to hold public office.
